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Fuiy over upside 
down badge flue

A MOTORIST was 
slapped with a parking 
fine - for displaying a 
disabled badge “upside 
down”. 

Bob Perry, of Linton 
Road, Horseheath, parked 
in Cambridge’s Grafton 
Centre a day before his 
59th birthday 

The unwelcome gift of a £75 
fine was dished out after Mr 
Perry accidentally put his Blue 
Badge upside down, making it 
invalid. 

He was at the shopping centre 
on Saturday with his disabled 
wife Lesley, 57. 

The owner of Perry Removals, 
based in Broxted, near Dunmow, 
was furious. 

He said: “The general motor¬ 
ing public of Cambridge can 
now rest easy in the knowledge 
that the law has been enforced 
and that Cambridge City Council 
coffers have been dully swelled. 

“I had accidentally put my 
Blue Badge upside down with 
the photo to the front, which I 
have been doing for years - and 
have paid the consequences. It’s 
absolutely ridiculous. 


“It’s not as if it isn’t clear that 
it’s a Blue Badge. It even has the 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
name written on it. 

“I put my hands up to it after 
checking on the Blue Badge 
website where it says I had been 
wrong and paid the £35 fine, 
which was reduced from £75 for 
prompt payment.” 

But Mr Perry was also angry 


for being hit with a charge for 
overstaying at the car park. 

He said: “I parked my car in a 
disabled bay and duly displayed 
a legitimate Blue Badge. 

“Although promised three 
hours free parking - an overstay 
of exactly five minutes costs £5. 
That is £3.30 more than the first 
hour of any other motorist. It 
may be that being so stupid I 


missed the sign that said I had to 
pay a premium for over three 
hours but I did not see one and a 
parking attendant that I spoke to 
admitted that he didn’t under¬ 
stand it either. It seems all mot¬ 
orists are a legitimate target.” 

But Mr Perry may still get his 
fine quashed, according to 
parking chiefs at the council. 

A spokeswoman for Cam-

Views wanted 
on care homes 


A CONSULTATION is 
under way on plans for a 
new care home in Haver¬ 
hill. 

Suffolk County Council is 
proposing to build three new 
registered care homes in Haver¬ 
hill, Mildenhall and Lowestoft to 
replace existing care homes in 
those areas. 

The Haverhill Working Party 
and the Haverhill Partnership 
were both due to consider the 
proposals at meetings today. 

This would be accomplished 
using funding from the Govern¬ 
ment - in the way of a Private 
Finance Initiative (PFI) allocation 
from the Department of Health. 

The current care homes in 
Haverhill and Mildenhall are 
Place Court and Wamil Court 
respectively. 

Peter Tempest, service director 
for adult and community services 
at Suffolk County Council, said 
the council hopes to secure 
£30million from the Government 
for the projects.

He added: “We bid for some 
money to replace three of our 
care homes. Place Court in 
Haverhill is one of them. It’s an 
old design. We are trying to think 
what people will need in 10 to 20 
years time. It is going to get an 
upgrade. 

“There is no guarantee we will 
get the money from the Govern¬ 
ment although we have gone 
quite a long way in the process. 

“We hope all the staff will stay 
with us and residents of the 
existing homes will be advised of 
the changes.” 

The plans are being made in a 
bid to tackle the rapidly increas¬ 
ing numbers of older people and 
people with dementia in Suffolk. 

There are 67,000 people aged 
75 years and over in Suffolk, 
which will rise to 77,000 in 2015 
and 127,000 in 2030, according to 
the council. Meanwhile, there are 
8,600 people aged 75 years and 


over with dementia in Suffolk, 
which will rise to 17,000 in 2030. 

The proposed site for a new 
care home in Haverhill is at the 
Chalkstone Middle School site, in 
MillfieldsWay. 

In Mildenhall the Great Heath 
Primary School site in St lohn’s 
Close is being put forward as the 
proposed site for a new care 
home. 

Plans for both homes include 
60 beds for each establishment 
for the care and accommodation 
of older people with dementia 
and complex needs. 

The recommendation to 
consult on the proposal was put 
to the county council’s Cabinet in 
lanuary, and the plans will come 
before it again in fuly for 
approval.

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Flood protection plans 
to go on show in village

VILLAGERS are being given the 
chance to have their say on a 
proposed scheme to help protect 
their homes from flooding. 

Funding has been secured by the 
Environment Agency for a flood 
alleviation scheme for the village of 
Steeple Bumpstead. 

This came after a study was carried out 
into why the area is affected by flooding. 

A drop-in session and exhibition have 
now been organised for people to find out 
more. 

The event will give people the chance to 
view the initial design proposal and talk to 
members of the project team. It will be 
held at the Lecture Hall, Chapel Street, 
Steeple Bumpstead, between 10am and 
3pm on Saturday, March 20. 

Richard Houghton, Environment 
Agency flood risk manager, said: “Floods 
have a devastating effect on people’s lives. 
I am really pleased that we are in a 
position to significantly reduce the risk of 
flooding in Steeple Bumpstead. 

“This will be a challenging project and I 
am really keen that the community gets 
involved and helps us achieve the best 
solution for the village.” 

Proposals for the Steeple Bumpstead 
scheme include increasing the capacity of 
Bumpstead Brook where it runs through 
the village and replacing various highway 
and access bridges across the river. 

The Environment Agency said Steeple 
Bumpstead currently has a “low” standard 
of protection against flooding and some 
houses have up to a 50 per cent chance of 
flooding during the course of a year. 

The scheme would help reduce this to a 
four per cent chance, reducing the 
frequency of flooding and lessening the 
impact on people’s lives, homes, 
businesses and the local road network. 

Mr Houghton said: “We urge people to 
come along and look at the draft 
proposals, meet with members of the 
project team, share their views and offer 
advice. 

“The aim is for this scheme to truly 
benefit the community as a whole. The 
Environment Agency’s consultation, and 
the information obtained as a result, will 
help to ensure this.” 

Steeple Bumpstead and the adjacent 
hamlets of Smiths Green and Broad Green 
have experienced flooding on a number of 
occasions. In 2007, 21 properties were 
flooded which prompted the Environ¬ 
ment Agency to look at ways in which 
flood risk could be reduced. This scheme 
is the result of those investigations. 

The Environment Agency expects to 
apply for planning permission for the 
scheme in the autumn this year and begin 
work in January 2011.

A FLORIST diagnosed with cancer is 
having her head shaved to raise money 
for the hospital unit where she is being 
treated. 

Lorna Ellington, who was forced to 
close her shop in Queen Street, 
Haverhill, because of the illness, said: 
“I wanted to give something back by 
having my hair cut off before it falls 
out.” 

Mrs Ellington, 45, who has six 
children between the ages of 20 and 
10 months, discovered a lump under 
her arm in December and has already 
undergone an operation to remove it. 

Now she is about to undergo a 
course of chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy later this month and is 
planning a sponsored head shave to 
raise money for the oncology 
department at West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds. 

She said: “Everybody at the hospital 
has been brilliant at a time when you 
are feeling very frightened. 

“It was a sad day when I had to 
close my business, Heaven Scent 
Florists, at the end of January without 
saying thank you to my customers.” 

She said she had to give up because 
she could no longer lift heavy items 
and could not run the risk of infection. 

She said: “The most important thing 


is for anyone who feels a lump or 
anything strange is that they go and 
see their doctor without delay. 

“You are not being a nuisance. Early 
detection is the key to success.” 

She is planning to have her head 
shaved at Sonia’s salon in Queen 
Street before she begins her course of 
radiotherapy and chemotherapy and is 
currently looking for sponsorship from 
businesses and individuals. 

She is hoping to set up a special 
account at a bank in the town to accept 
donations. 


‘Plaza’ 
idea for 
centre 


A PARKING area outside a 
refurbished leisure centre 
could be removed to form 
a public “plaza”. 

The scheme will remove 
parent and toddler parking 
places from the front of the 
Haverhill Leisure Centre 
which has just reopened 
after a £5.2 million refurb¬ 
ishment. 

The plaza scheme is 
expected to cost £80,000. 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council’s Haverhill 
area working party was 
today considering a report 
about the proposal. 

The report, by council 
officer Ivan Sams, sugg¬ 
ested that the area could 
be laid out with play equip¬ 
ment for youngsters. 

The scheme could be 
funded from the council’s 
car parks budget related to 
the adjoining cinema 
development. 

The scheme suggests 
that seven of the existing 
disabled spaces in the 
main car park next to the 
centre could be converted 
into parent and toddler 
spaces by changing the 
markings. 

The report says: “Making 
this area a public plaza will 
form a focal point for 
members of the public to 
meet.” 

Since the leisure centre 
reopened the existing 
parents and toddler spaces 
have been used by anyone 
attending the centre and 
the council has been 
powerless to take action 
against offenders, 

Cars have also been 
parked between the trees 
and on areas planted with 
shrubs causing concern 
about the future main¬ 
tenance of the area. 

An option to make it a 
pay and display parking 
area has been discounted 
in favour of the plaza idea.

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Council planners reject 
soil contamination fear

A COUNCILLOR'S objections to 
plans to redistribute tons of soil 
from a building site have been 
over-ruled. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee has 
agreed that soil removed from Haverhill’s 
Football Academy site can be used to level 
out adjoining land around the disused 
electricity sub-station in Chalkstone Way 

Cllr Gordon Cox, who represents the 
Haverhill East ward, objected to the 
scheme which has been proposed by the 
council to save the cost of removing the 
surplus soil to landfill. 

He argued that the soil could be contam¬ 
inated and needed to be examined. He also 
said the area should be the subject of an 
archaeological investigation as Iron Age 
remains were previously found in the area. 

Cllr Cox said that further consultation 
should be carried out with people nearby, 
although no residents lodged an objection 
to the proposal. Haverhill Town Council 
did not object. 

The soil is set to fill in an existing hollow 
to a depth of more than two metres 
covering an area of 660 square metres. 

Council planning officers reported that 
the soil had been removed from the 
football academy site to ensure that the 
pitches were not on too much of a slope. 

A report to councillors said: “The area 
around the sub-station is considerably 
lower than the surrounding level of ground 
and therefore it was considered more 
environmentally friendly to use this soil to 
level this area of land, rather than take it to 
landfill.” 

The report said the Suffolk Archaeology 
Service did not need to survey the area as 
there was unlikely to be any surviving 
artefacts. It also said the soil would not be 
contaminated as it was coming from 
former farm land. 

Suffolk Wildlife Trust has ranked the area 
where the soil is to be dumped as having a 
“low biodiversity value.” But workers will 
be asked to proceed with caution.

Medical data 
goes digital 

NEW electronic health records for 
patients are being introduced in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The ‘summary care records’ give 
doctors and nurses access to 
information about an individual’s 
allergies, medication and any react¬ 
ions they may have had to med¬ 
ication in the past. 

NHS Cambridgeshire says it will 
enable more efficient health care by 
making sure essential information is 
accessible to those involved in a 
patient’s care. 

A summary care record can only be 
accessed by staff involved in a 
patient’s treatment. Patients have 
the option not to take part. 

If patients choose not to opt in, the 
health care staff will continue to 
record details as before. 

Patients across Cambridgeshire will 
receive a letter explaining the 
scheme in detail and what they have 
to do if they want to opt out. 
Matthew Smith, assistant director, 
out of hospital care for NHS 
Cambridgeshire, said: “There many 
benefits to patients in having a 
summary care record. 

“This is particularly 
important for treatment in emer¬ 
gencies and out of hours - and 
when patients are away from 
home.”

poor marks. The inspectors rated 
the force as ‘good’ for its pledge to 
keep local people informed about 
local crime and policing issues. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash said: 
“This is excellent news - and 
underlines how our officers and 
staff are committed to providing 
local people with a quality policing 
service. 

“I am particularly pleased that 
we have seen an improvement in 


the way we keep local people 
informed about the work we are 
doing to keep their communities 
safe, whether through the local 
media, our websites or newsletters. 

“And I am delighted that our 
Safer Neighbourhood Team tasking 
meetings are now open to the 
public, giving local people more 
opportunity to tell us their views, 
influence our priorities and get 
involved. 

“If people know who their 
officers are, what is being done to 
make their community safer and 
how they can influence what is 
dealt with, it will go a long way to 


further raising their confidence 
that the police and local councils 
are tackling concerns at a local 
level. 

“However, there are still areas 
where we can improve. In the year 
ahead, we will continue to further 
embed the ethos of excellent 
customer service into all areas of 
our work while concentrating on 
tackling crime and anti-social 
behaviour with local councils and 
other partners.”

Tackling menace 
of bogus callers 


A NEW CAMPAIGN to 
tackle the menace of 
bogus callers has been 
launched. 

The national campaign, 
run by a national unit called 
Operation Liberal, is being 
supported by Suffolk police 
and sponsored by the Energy 
Retail Association (ERA). 

Launched last week, it aims 
to make more people, partic¬ 
ularly the elderly, aware of 
precautions they can take to 
avoid falling victim to distrac¬ 
tion burglars, as bogus callers 
are described by the police. 

The key message of the 
campaign is “Not sure? . . . 
Don’t open the door.” 

The average age of victims 
of bogus callers is 81 so the 
campaign is particularly aim¬ 
ed at pensioners. A total of 69 
distraction burglaries were 
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recorded in Suffolk in 2008, 
73 were recorded in 2009 and 
six have been recorded in 
2010, up to February 25. 

Distraction burglars use 
tactics such as claiming to be 
from the council, the police, a 
utility company or a health 
organisation. 

They may ask for a drink of 
water, to wash their hands or 
to use the telephone in an 
emergency. They may some¬ 
times claim to have lost a pet 
or a ball in the back garden. 

They may also work with an 
accomplice, who steals from 
the property whilst you are 
engaged in conversation. 

Insp Chris Gilmore said: 
“The majority of people who 
call on homes are genuine, 


but we would like people to 
be aware of this kind of crime 
and to take some simple steps 
to avoid becoming a victim. 

“The simple routine of 
‘lock, stop, chain, check’ can 
prevent an offender gaining 
access to your home. 

“Distraction burglars do 
not usually break in or use 
force or threats, rather they 
take advantage of the victim’s 
vulnerability or good nature, 
so that when residents agree 
to help them or engage in 
conversation, a burglary is 
committed. 

“We would ask everyone to 
be wary of any callers that 
arrive unannounced and to 
remember that you do not 
have to allow them entry in to 
your home. If you’re not sure, 
don’t open the door. 

“The number of distraction 
burglaries reported in Suffolk 


has risen slightly over the past 
two years. We will be doing all 
we can to crack down on 
these offenders and we would 
ask that members of the 
public are vigilant and report 
anyone they suspect of 
attempting to commit this 
type of crime.” 

The campaign also urges 
members of the public to 
consider signing up the 
Energy Retail Association’s 
Priority Service Register and 
Password Scheme, which 
enables residents to check the 
identity of callers claiming to 
be from utility companies.

HAVERHILL biker 
Anthony Walker is 
backing a hard¬ 
hitting safety cam¬ 
paign to help cut 
the number of 
motorcycle deaths. 

The £3.5 million 
campaign, called Nam¬ 
ed Rider, aims to make 
people think about the 
people behind the 
motorcycle helmet 
after research showed 
drivers were more 
likely to notice motor¬ 
cyclists if they per¬ 
sonally knew a biker. 

The new TV and cin¬ 
ema adverts will show 
bikers with flashing 
neon signs attached to 
their bikes, showing 
the rider’s name and 
describing personality 
traits such as ‘shy 
retiring type’ or ‘new 
dad’. 

Motorcyclists 
account for 1 per cent 
of traffic but 19 per 
cent of deaths on 
Britain’s roads. In 2008, 
648 motorcyclists were 
killed or seriously 
injured on the roads in 
the East of England. 
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Anthony, a lock¬ 
smith in Haverhill, 
always wears a high- 
visibility jacket when 
he rides his Honda 
Pacific Coast. 

He said: “I do all I 
can to prevent having 
an accident, possibly 
erring on the side of 
caution. 

“I reckon that most 
motorcycle accidents 
are caused because 
motorcyclists don’t 
allow cars to see them 
- they take huge risks 
when darting through 
traffic.” 

Road safety minister 
Paul Clark said: “This 
exciting new campaign 
goes a step further by 
asking drivers to re¬ 
consider the way they 
look at bikers. 

“I hope this bold 
new approach will help 
to reduce the number 
of motorcyclists killed 
or hurt in crashes with

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Physiotherapist 
brings hope to 
injured Haitians

AVID Young had 
seen television 
pictures of the 
carnage after the 
earthquake that had 
rocked the Caribbean 
island of Haiti in 
January - but he was 
even more shocked 
when he encountered 
the scale of the disaster 
at first hand. 

The 23-year-old from 
Impington, who grew up in 
Cottenham, was the first 
physiotherapist sent to Haiti 
by CBM (formerly the 
Christian Blind Mission) and 
he returned on Sunday, 
February 28, after three 
intense weeks volunteering 
to help some of the island’s 
injured. 

For six days of each week, 
he spent 12 hours daily 
working in hospitals that 
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were little more than tented 
camps and used his recently- 
acquired skills as a 
physiotherapist to bring 
comfort and relief - and 
hope. 

David was part of CBM’s 
emergency team that 
provided essential 
rehabilitation to those who 
have received crush and limb 
injuries or amputations, or 
who were already disabled 
and are in need of support. 

He says: “When I first 
arrived, there was the initial 
impact of seeing all the 
destruction and people living 
in camps. 

“Having seen it on the TV 
beforehand, it was still 
somewhat overwhelming. 
When you see it at first hand, 
everywhere you look there is 
another fallen building. 


“A lot of people were living 
in tents in parks and 
grassland. Others were living 
under tarpaulin sheets near 
where their homes used to 
be. Patients were sleeping on 
doors or on bare concrete. It 
was shocking.” 

The Oakington-based CBM 
has worked with partners in 
Haiti since 1976. Its focus is 
on the prevention and 
treatment of diseases, 
education and rehabilitation, 
so people with a disability 
can lead a largely 
independent life. 

David says: “I was the first 
full-time physio from CBM to 
arrive. With CBM we try to 
help people to help 
themselves. 

“CBM are close partners 
with Handicap International. 
We were going into hospitals 
that were largely tented 
camps with beds to see 
patients that needed 
rehabilitation. 


“We went in on a daily 
basis, if needed. We taught 
the patients the exercises. We 
also set up satellite centres 
where people could come 
and seek advice and they did 
not have to be in-patients. 

“The majority of the 
injuries were trauma injuries, 
fractured bones, a lot of 
amputations and spinal cord 
injuries. 

“Some patients had severe 
fractures in the arms and legs 
where the bones were 
shattered. In the UK you 
would do a complex 
operation. But in the 
conditions there, you could 
not do it through lack of 
resources and the risk of 
infection.” 

In one case, he diagnosed a 
man with a spinal fracture, 
previously missed, and had 
him referred for X-rays. 

He also treated a mother 


with a four-month-old baby. 
She was lying on her hospital 
bed with an external fixator 
(metal screws above and 
below her fractured femur) 
and was too scared to try to 
walk. 

David says: “We managed 
to get her to walk with 
crutches. Seeing her walk 
again was just unbelievable, 
she was so happy 

“And the others in the ward 
were saying: ‘If she can do it, 
so can I.’” He worked in a 
team of three physio¬ 
therapists in hospitals in the 
capital Port-au-Prince, and 
he treated an average of 20 to 
25 patients a day. 

David attended Oakington 
Primary School, Impington 
Village College and Hills Road 
Sixth Form College before 
graduating in 2007 from 
Birmingham University with 
a degree in physiotherapy. 


He has already spent one 
year as a volunteer working 
for a CBM-supported project 
in Dar-es-Salaam, Tanzania, 
where he worked with 
children with problems 
including spina bifida and 
cerebral palsy. 

He said his three-week 
period in Haiti was “a drop in 
the ocean” compared with 
the problems the island faces. 

He works as a junior 
physiotherapist for the NHS 
in Poole, Dorset, and his 
training involves four-month 
rotations to get the necessary 
experience. 

He says: “I have the skills 
and the training. To be able to 
give people some hope is a 
real gift. It’s been a privilege 
to work with people who 
need care.”

Suffolk police are appealing for 
people to give any information they 
may have about cannabis factories 
and are asking landlords to stay alert 
to the tell-tale signs. 

In 2009, police discovered 13 cann¬ 


abis factories across Suffolk. 

A guide for landlords, Keeping 
illegal drugs out of rental properties, is 
available from Suffolk police, which 
outlines how property managers, 
landlords and owners can work with 
police to tackle this issue, preventing 
problems both for themselves and 
local residents. 

Detective chief inspector Steve 
Mattin said: “When criminals operate 
out of rental properties it can lead to 
damage, loss of rent, possible toxic 


contamination, risk of fire or flood 
and reduction in property values, as 
well as having an adverse effect on 
those living near the address.”

Victoria suffered three 
miscarriages in nine 
months, one a frightening 
ectopic pregnancy, and 
then, when Barnaby 
arrived, he ended up in 
intensive care. 

“Ever since then he’s 
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been a dream baby,” 
continues Victoria. “He’s 
always been so good. I say 
it’s my reward for having 
to go through such a bad 
time to get him. We’d like 
to have another child one 
day but, if he’s the only 
one we ever have, I’ll still 
be the happiest person in 
the world...” 

This weekend’s 
Mothering Sunday will, 
Victoria adds, definitely 
be a day of celebration; 
there was a time, she 
admits, when she feared 
she might never become 
a mum. 

After meeting in 2003, 
via online dating site 
Match.com, Victoria and 
Andrew agreed they 
wanted to start a family. 

“A friend and I thought it 
was a good idea one night 
to try online dating,” says 
Victoria, 32. “Andrew was 
the first person I met. In 
fact he was the only 
person I met - the only 
person I ever spoke to. 
And we’ve been together 
ever since.” 

A solicitor, Victoria has 
lived in and around 
Cambridge all her life; 
settling in the city, she 
and Andrew started trying 
for a baby in the spring of 
2006. “I fell pregnant in 


the December and then, 
at 10 weeks, I miscarried,” 
she recalls. “It was fairly 
unpleasant in terms of 
the physical side-effects 
and emotionally I found it 
very tough, a lot tougher 


than I would have 
imagined... 

“It’s not something 
people talk about a lot 
but, as I’ve since 
discovered, miscarriage is 
sadly a lot more common 


than you might think. At 
the time I had this feeling 
of not being adequate, of 
not being able to do what 
other women seemed to 
be able to do so easily. 

“It was a bit like when 
you buy a new car and 
suddenly see other people 
driving the same model 
all over the place: when 
you’re trying for a baby, 
you see bumps and 
babies and prams 
everywhere you go. And 
you automatically think 
that everyone else has 
had it easy; that there’s 
something wrong with 
you.” 

In the aftermath of her 
first miscarriage, Victoria 
says she felt very low. 
Seeking help from a 
counsellor (arranged by 
her employers, Taylor 
Vinters in Cambridge), 
she also contacted die 
local branch of the 
national Miscarriage 
Association, based in 
Royston - and says both 
provided great support. 

“As a solicitor I’ve 
always worked in a very 
regimented way,” 
continues Victoria. “I like 
to be in control. The 
counsellor helped me 
realise that I can’t control 
everything. She also 
helped me realise that 
bad things can happen to 
good people - your first 
instinct, in a situation like 


that, is to blame yourself. 

“At the time there were 
three pregnant women in 
my team at work,” she 
adds. “I found that very 
difficult. As time went by 
they started getting 
bigger, going off on 
maternity leave and then, 
eventually, bringing their 
babies into the office. My 
secretary was very good: 
she used to warn me 
when they were coming 
into the building and I’d 
go off and hide. I just 
couldn’t face them.” 

By the April of 2007, 
Victoria was pregnant 
again. But, during an 
early scan, doctors 
realised there was 
something badly wrong. 
“I was six weeks pregnant 
but they couldn’t find 
anything in my womb, 
nothing,” says Victoria. 
“Their conclusion was 
that it was probably an 
ectopic pregnancy, which 
can be really dangerous. 
So they had to give me 
medication to induce a 
miscarriage.” 

Ectopic pregnancies 
implant outside the 
uterus, most commonly 
in a fallopian tube. With 
very rare exceptions, they 
are not viable. And, if left 
to develop, ectopic 
pregnancies can cause 
internal bleeding - and 
even lead to death. 

The day after the scan, 


Victoria was her sister’s 
bridesmaid. “The photos 
have almost become a 
joke now,” she says, 
“because I look so 
miserable in every single 
one.” 

That same night, while 
she was sitting on her 
parents’ sofa in tears, 
Andrew asked Victoria to 
marry him. “When people 
ask how he proposed, I 
have to explain it wasn’t 
the normal bended knee 
scenario,” she admits. “I 
think he just wanted to 
make me happy again.” 

In the wake of the 
induced miscarriage, 
experts told Victoria she 
must take a break from 
trying to conceive while 
the medication worked its 
way out of her system. 

Then, soon after they 
married in the September, 
Victoria and Andrew 
discovered she was 
expecting again; this time, 
the pregnancy lasted little 
over five weeks. 

Referred to the 
recurrent miscarriage 
clinic at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, 
Victoria underwent a 
whole series of tests. But 
doctors couldn’t find 
anything wrong. They 
advised another break, for 
six months this time, to 
give Victoria’s body 
chance to recover.

“Well, we went to my 
work Christmas party, 
drank too much, weren’t 
quite as careful as we 
might have been - and 
then this one turned up,” 
laughs Victoria. 

Within three weeks, 
Victoria knew she was 
pregnant; among other 
things, she was already 
suffering from morning 
sickness. 

After returning from 
holiday, Victoria went in 
for another scan, this time 
at nine weeks. “If 
someone was to ask me 
what the best moment of 
my life has been, it would 
have to be that moment,” 
she says. “As soon as they 
put the scanner on my 
tummy you could see 
something there, 
something moving - you 
could see this little arm 
waving at you. Whenever 
I’d had a scan before there 
was nothing to see: it was 
amazing.” 

Despite 12 weeks of 
morning sickness and 
suffering from swollen 
feet during the summer 
heat, Victoria says her 
pregnancy progressed 


perfectly smoothly Going 
10 days past her due date, 
she was booked into 
Addenbrooke’s maternity 
unit, the Rosie, to be 
induced. 

After almost 24 hours in 
labour, including an 
epidural, five midwives 
and more than two hours 
of solid pushing, baby 
Barnaby still showed little 
sign of coming out. In the 
end, he was delivered via 
ventouse (a suction 
device). 

But, during the delivery, 
he swallowed some 
meconium (the name 
given to babies’ first 
stools, made up of 
material ingested in utero) 
and his heart rate began 
to drop. 

“They rested him on my 
tummy to cut the cord 
and then whisked him 
away onto the 
resuscitation trolley,” 
remembers Victoria. “He 
was totally quiet; it was 
about three minutes 
before he cried. And then 
he was rushed into 
neonatal intensive care.” 

Meanwhile, Victoria 
was told she needed 


emergency surgery to 
remove her placenta (a 
procedure she describes 
“like something out of All 
Creatures Great and 
Small”). About 2am, some 
six hours after he was 
born, Victoria was 
wheeled to the special 
care baby unit to see 
Barnaby properly for the 
first time; weighing in at 
71b 3oz, she says he was 
“incredible”. 

After five days in 
hospital, Victoria and 
Andrew were finally able 
to bring their baby home - 
and they’ve been a very 
happy family ever since. 

“I don’t know whether it 
helps other people to say 
this or not, but if you’re 
having a tough time 
having a baby you really 
aren’t alone,” adds 
Victoria. “It took us a 
while to get there, but we 
did. And we couldn’t be 
happier.”

Victoria, Andrew and Barnaby are all 
supporters of Tommy’s. A national 
charity, it funds vital research into the 
causes of pregnancy complications such 
as miscarriage, stillbirth and premature 
birth - so that more babies can be given 
the best chance of being born healthy. 

“As we know only too well, it’s a very 
important cause,” says Victoria. “Even 
Barnaby does his bit: he did a sponsored 
splashathon last July to raise money for 
Tommy’s - he raised £350 by swimming 
through a hoop.” 


Statistics show that one in four women 
experience complications in pregnancy, 
from miscarriage to premature birth and 
stillbirth, but traditionally little funding 
has been made available for research in 
the UK; Tommy's therefore relies on the 
fundraising efforts of the public. 

As well as funding research, the charity 
provides a free information service (via 
the telephone and via the web) that 
educates all parents-to-be about health in 
pregnancy.

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Surprise 
at impact 
of History 


ALAN Bennett has a rare gift 
of effortlessly combining 
intellect with humour, 
tenderness and an almost 
homespun charm. 

His national treasure status is 
well earned: Bennett is a household 
name attracting huge audiences at 
rare public appearances. When he 
came to Ely in 2006, as part of an 
event held at Ely Cathedral, 
organised by bookseller Robert 
Topping, fans were queuing around 
the block, and the cathedral was 
packed with more than 1,100 fans 
keen to hear Bennett read from his 
personal diaries. He’s a man who 
strikes a chord. 

The History Boys, which has 
opened at Cambridge Arts Theatre 
for a 12-day run, is now celebrated 
as a modern theatre classic - but 
the impact of the play came as a 
huge surprise to the writer. 

“The success of The History 
Boys is still a source of wonder to 
me really,” Bennett says. “When 
you’re young, you don’t think about 
it. Like the boys in the play - they 
think it’s quite natural for something 
to do so well on Broadway. We 


were the same.” 

Originally opening at the National 
Theatre in 2004, The History Boys is 
set in a sixth form in the north of 
England where a bunch of 
boisterous and bright boys are 
attempting to gain entrance to 
Oxford and Cambridge while coping 
with the varied distractions of youth. 

When Bennett wrote the play, he 
was told by the National’s director, 
Nicholas Hytner, that it would 
probably last for around 80 
performances and end there, as it 
lacked wide appeal. 

He could not have been more 
wrong. After The History Boys 
opened, word-of-mouth spread fast 
and the play became a critical and 
popular hit, winning the Evening 
Standard Award for Best Play of the 
Year 2004, the Laurence Olivier 
Award for Best Play 2005 and, on 
Broadway, the 2006 Tony Award for 
Best Play. 

Hytner was pleasantly surprised 
to be proved wrong and remained 
on-board when the play was made, 
with the entire original cast, into the 
award-winning film of the same 
name in 2006. 

“We all had such a good time 



doing it,” recalls Bennett. “The film is 
a very good account of the play. It 
may be a touch sadder, actually, but 
it’s still very funny.” 

Bennett came to Cambridge in 
1953, learning Russian at the Joint 
Services School for Linguistics, 
founded in 1951 by the armed 
services to provide language training 
to selected conscripts undergoing 
National Service. 

Bennett was offered a place at 
Sidney Sussex College but won a 
scholarship to attend Exeter College, 
Oxford, where he gained a First in 
History. 

His writings offer food for thought, 
often coloured by humour, and show 
Bennett to be concerned about 
issues and events close to his heart. 
His ramblings hover on subjects and 
characters easily overlooked in the 


mainstream and embrace moments 
of dull ordinariness that, for Bennett, 
offer an opportunity for engaging 
narrative, sharp wit and an 
observant eye. 

In his book Untold Stories, a 
personal piece including extracts 
from his diaries, published in 2005, 
Bennett writes movingly about his 
mother’s depression. 

He assumed this autobiographical 
work would be released 
posthumously, after he was 
diagnosed with cancer, but the writer 
survived the illness and chose not to 
make changes to the manuscript for 
publication. 

Bennett also mentions Ely 
Cathedral in the book and how much 
he admires it: “It’s not like any other 
cathedral in England - it’s more like 
an Italian cathedral. But we tend to 


take it for granted because it’s 
always been there. If you saw it in 
Pisa you’d think it was the most 
wonderful building in the world.” 

Kettle’s Yard, in Cambridge, also 
gets a mention and Bennett is 
obviously impressed: “It’s so 
inspiring. And it’s one of the few 
places where I feel I could actually 
live; you never feel that in a country 
house or a museum.” 

Bennett fans will take delight in 
The History Boys forming part of the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s spring 
programme. The play was a sell-out 
at the Arts when it showed in 2007 
and the forthcoming Theatre Royal 
Bath production is shaping up for 
similar success. 

The play contrasts the educational 
styles of two teachers: Irwin is from 
the fact-packing Gradgrind school of 


teaching, keen to pour facts into the 
group of boys preparing for their 
Oxbridge history entry exams, while 
Hector shuns the idea of 
examinations, preferring to inspire 
his students and challenge their 
minds. 

When the play opened at the 
National Theatre, a debate on the 
role of examinations, grades and 
targets in education was sparked 
and Bennett expressed his opinions, 
especially on the role of history in 
the curriculum: “I think the notion of 
scrapping history as a subject is 
mad - it’s just insane.”

The big film 


ALICE IN WONDERLAND (PG, 108 
mins) Family. Mia Wasikowska, 
Johnny Depp, Helena Bonham

COMBINING a unique aesthetic, 
conjured from his twisted 
imagination, with dark humour and 
heartfelt emotion, Tim Burton has 
remained a visionary in a sea of 
profit-driven conformity. 

His opening two chapters of the 
Batman franchise pushed 
boundaries in mainstream box office 
fare, leading to the introduction of 
the 12A certificate in the UK. 
Beetlejuice, Edward Scissorhands 
and Sleepy Hollow plumbed the 
grimy depths of the human 
condition, with tongue planted firmly 
in cheek, while more recently, Burton 
put his distinctive spin on Charlie 
And The Chocolate Factory and 
Sweeney Todd. 

Johnny Depp has been a regular 
collaborator during the past two 
decades, and the Oscar-nominated 
actor gets top billing in this wild re¬ 
imagining of the books of Lewis 
Carroll. 

Based on a screenplay by Linda 



Woolverton {The Lion King), Burton’s 
descent down the rabbit hole is a 
characteristically eye-catching and 
quixotic journey of self-discovery in 
a world where anything can happen. 
Fans of the director’s earlier work 
will recognise his thumbprints on the 
grotesque character design, and the 
colourful sets, many of which are 
rendered digitally. 

However, the action-oriented 
narrative owes a lot to The Golden 
Compass and the Narnia films in 
terms of the imagery and plot 
developments. 

The film opens with rebellious 19- 
year-old heroine (Wasikowska) faced 


with a most unexpected marriage 
proposal from bumbling twit, Hamish 
Ascot (Bill). 

Fleeing the public proposal to clear 
her head, Alice chases a White 
Rabbit (voiced by Sheen) down a 
hole, and reunites with old friends 
the Mad Hatter (Depp), Tweedledee 
and Tweedledum (Lucas), Absolem 
the Caterpillar (voiced by Rickman), 
The Dormouse (Windsor) and The 
Cheshire Cat (Fry), who she cannot 
remember from her earlier visit to 
Wonderland. 

Alice learns she is destined to slay 
the fearsome Jabberwocky 
(Christopher Lee), owned by the 
decapitation-happy Red Queen 
(Bonham Carter). 

Alice In Wonderland screens in 3D in 
selected cinemas and the technology 
works best at the beginning of the 
film, when Alice tumbles down the 
hole and objects fly at the screen, 
although Burton’s vision loses very 
little in traditional 2D. 

Bonham Carter is a delight as the 
maniacal monarch, who employs 
swine as footstools: “I love a warm 
pig belly for my aching feet!" 

The framing device of the marriage 
proposal robs the film of any sense 
of urgency - how can Alice be 
harmed when she has to return to 
the world above to give Hamish her 
answer?

Mix it ud with fruit and 


veg in the flower 



F or many years, 

vegetables were not 
considered an 
ornamental addition to 
the garden, and veg plots 
were often hidden out of 
sight or at least as far 
away as possible from 
prized flowering beds 
and borders. 

However, that’s all changing, 
as many gardeners with limited 
space plant vegetables among 
border perennials, filling gaps 
with leafy lettuces, bronze 
fennel and wild strawberries 
rather than conventional 
bedding. 

Vegetables can be easily 
combined in the flower garden, 
says Gardeners’World regular 
Alys Fowler, presenter of a 
forthcoming new BBC2 series, 
The Edible Garden, and author 
of the accompanying book. 

In her own 20ft by 50ft 
garden in Birmingham, Alys 
mixes veg with flowers 
throughout her borders, 
placing salvias next to 
tomatoes, broad beans and 
pink-flowering strawberries 
beside aquilegia, and makes 
bold statements with structural

globe artichokes, rhubarb and 
courgettes. 

“Lettuces can be the most 
attractive leaves in the world,” 
she says, citing varieties 
including ‘Cos Freckles’ (Cos 
green with crimson splotches), 
‘Mascara’ (darkred), ‘Australian 
Yellow Leaf’ (bright green- 
yellow frilly leaves) and 
‘Grenoble Red’ as just a few of 
the varieties which are as 
ornamental as they are tasty. 

Even if you only have a tiny 
space on your patio for a 
couple of pots, or just a 
window box, you can grow veg 
alongside flowers without it 
looking like a dog’s dinner, she 
insists. 

“In a window box, you can 
grow veg which don’t have a 
long root run, such as lettuces, 
alongside violas, pansies, 


calendula, dwarf varieties of 
nasturtium and herbs such as 
thyme.” 

And, it’s not just the veg that 
can be harvested. Pick off the 
flowers of violas and 
nasturtiums to make a 
colourful addition to salads, 
and they are also ideal for 
decorating chocolate cakes. 

“Edible flowers such as violas 
and pansies are cheap and will 
pretty much flower all through 
the season,” she says. 

“Herb flowers, such as 
chives, sage or rosemary, can 
be added to oils and vinegars 
to offer a subtle flavour and 
enhance their appearance.” 

Ideally, to combine veg with 
flowers in a limited space like a 
container, make sure the 
container is at least eight 
inches deep, otherwise what 
little soil you have in there is 
going to dry out quickly, she 
advises. 

“In a really shallow 
windowbox you’ll need to 
water regularly and feed at 
least once a week with 
something like a liquid 
seaweed feed, because you are 
asking quite a lot of the plants. 

“Lettuces, rocket and 
radishes are good for window 
boxes as they don’t need much 


beds 


root run, while basil or thyme 
are suitable for really sunny 
spots. 

“Traditional strawberries 
also like a lot of sun.” 

However, you’re not just 
limited to lettuces in small 
containers, she notes. 

“The explosion of patio veg 
collections from seed 
companies is making growing 
your own more appealing to 
more people. 

“There are varieties of 
stumpy, more rounded carrots 
which don’t need such deep 
soil, such as ‘Paris Market 
Baron’, while other veg, such as 
beetroot, can be grown and 
then harvested as baby 
beetroot, instead of growing 
them full-size.” 

Some tomatoes cascade 
happily from hanging baskets, 
such as ‘Tumbling Tom’, while 
small ornamental chillis, such 
as ‘Krakatoa’, are ideal in pots 
on patios and window ledges. 

Even if you only have a tiny 
windowsill, alfalfa sprouts can 
be grown in a glass jar, or a 
slightly more elaborate 
container, in just a few days, 
making a delicious and healthy 
addition to salads and 
sandwiches - and looking 
pretty at the same time.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sempervivum (Houseleek): 

These eye-catching 
evergreen, low-growing 
succulents provide essential 
early interest in the rock 
garden, scree bed or alpine 
container before spring flowers 
come into their own. They are 
grown for their ball-like 
rosettes of fleshy leaves, and 
will withstand most conditions, 
although they may rot if they’re 
waterlogged. Sempervivum 
means ‘always alive’, 
demonstrating that they will 
tolerate extreme temperatures 


and drought. They thrive in a 
sunny position in well-drained 
compost with added grit, and 
do well in south-facing 
rockeries, gravel gardens and 
vertical walls, as well as alpine 
containers. There are many 
varieties which will provide you 
with a wide range of colour, 
texture and hairiness. Yellow, 
red or purple flowers emerge 
on thick stalks in summer, 
while the rosette dies when 
flowering ends but is soon 
replaced by other new rosettes 
called offsets. The common 
houseleek, S. tectorum, has 
10cm (4in) wide purple-tipped 
rosettes, while more colourful 
varieties include S. ‘Rubin’, 
which is reddish-bronze, and S. 
‘Irazu’, which has pretty purple 
rosettes and silver leaf margins.

Offroaders sell well in tricky era

WHILE the ongoing 
bad weather has so far 
failed to bring Britain 
totally to its knees, it is 
doing a good job of 
putting more of the 
country’s motorists on 
all fours. 

The market - new and 
used - for compact off¬ 
roaders, crossovers, mid¬ 
sized sports utility 
vehicles, and large 4x4s is 
booming, which is good 
news for mud-plugger 
makers and retailers 
everywhere. 

Ice and snow has turned 
the school and 
supermarket runs into 
challenging drives, forcing 
more and more drivers 
into considering an off- 
roader as their next new, 
or second-hand, vehicle 
buy. 

This is backed by the car 
valuation experts at Glass’s 
Guide, which is used by 
much of the UK’s motor 
trade for trade-in-deal 
decisions, whose latest 
poll reveals that more than 
a quarter of buyers are 
more likely to purchase an 
SUV, or other all-wheel 
drive vehicle, as a result of 
this winter’s horrendous 
weather. 

The Glass’s survey 
showed that 29 per cent of 
motorists would now be 
more likely to consider 
buying a four-wheel-drive 
model, which is better 


equipped to handle the 
slippery, badly potholed 
roads currently prevalent 
in Britain. 

Used car website 
Carmony.co.uk supports 
this, and reports that, after 
the first heavy snows 
struck, almost 70 per cent 
of all its searches were for 
4x4 vehicles - that’s more 


than a three-fold increase 
compared with December. 

“We’ve seen a dramatic 
rise in consumers looking 
for a used 4x4,” says Paul 
Coleman, the website’s 
managing director. “After 
Britain’s worst snow for 50 
years, it seems off-roaders 
have suddenly become the 
vehicle of choice for many 


drivers.” 

That will be good news 
for Jeep, which is putting 
the emphasis firmly on 
unbeatable value in the 
newly-announced 2010 
Patriot range.
